Ice Worms. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

Not content with discovering many species of ugly 
animalcule in our drinking water.the scientists pro- 
pose to fan the opposition against St. John to a 
fiercer heat by asserting that even the ice with 
which the Schuylkill water is cooled for drinking 
swarms with disagreeable worms, . At the last meet~ 
ing of the Academy of Natural Sciences the presi- 
dent, Dr. Joseph Leidy, stated that a member had 
recently given to him for examination a vial of wa- 
ter obtained by melting ice used for cooliag drink- 
ing water. The member who submitted the vial 
had noticed living worms in the sediment of a wa- 
ter cooler, but had supposed that they were con- 
tained in the water. Upon melting some of the ice, 
however, the worms were still observed. These 
worms, which are from four to six millimetres long 
and colorless, belong to the same family as the com- 
mon earth worms—the lumbricide. Their bodies 
have thirty segments bearing spines. Besides this 
cheerful discovery,Prof. Leidy found in the vial sev- 
era! dead worms with large ciliated infusori ans, 
vegetable hairs and otherdebris. It has been 
supposed that ice was free from the impurities of 
the water upon whose surface it was frozen, but 
this discovery is against that theory.

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THE ELK IN GERMANY, 


Rare Game Reserved by the Em- 
peror for Favored Guests. 


From the London Maily News. 
Vrenna, October 14.—-The Crown Prince of

delta, between 
and Gilge, is situated the royal domain and 
hunting station of Ibenhorst. It is a low coun- 
try, the plain interrupted in some parts b 
broad wooded hills, which were formerly arti- 
ficial dykes. In winter, when the River Memel 
is frozen and the waters rise, only the sandy 
hills and the great moor of Ibenhorst are visi- 
ble above the east plain of water, This district 
is the so-called ‘water steppe,” with its rich 
vegetation of water and moor plants, where 
the postman at certain seasons makes his rounds 
in a boat, and where, in mild winters, when the 
waters of the flood are not turned to ice, and 
the soft ground does not bear either hoof or 
wheel, no communication between the isolated 
farms and villages is possible, The peasants of 
the Litthau call this period of the year the 


penne ee ; 

The hunting district of Tbenhorst consists of 
extensive woods, the moor, and large meadows. 
The woods contain firs in the higher parts, wil- 
lows and alder treesin the lower parts, with 
hirch trees interspersed everywhere. The for- 
ests do not pay in this ow of the country, and 
the Government has, therefore, devoted them 
to the elk. which is fast dying out in Europe,

A century and a half ago the woods of East- 
ern Prussia still contained great numbers of 
the elk, for manuscript chronicles tell us that 
in 1718 no less than tenand in 1731 more than 
fifty. were killed in one single day. The extir- 
pation of this rare animal has progressed ra 
idly since then, and in 1848 the number of e k 


deer in the forests of Ibenhorst was reduced to 
11. King Frederick William IV. of Prussia hap- 

ily published a special law protecting this 
kind of gaine, and it has gradually increased 
again, sothatin 1882 there were no less than 
149 deer in the woods of Ibenhorst and Tawell- 
ningken. Of course the limited number of 
the deer enable very few sportsmen to take part 


in this kind of chase, and the imperial 


family of Germany reserve them for their 


most cherished guests. Ibenhorst cannot be 
reached without some difficulty. The railway 
takes the Emperor’s guests as far as Tilsit. 
The rest of the road, leading through water, 
forest, field and moor, must be traveled in car- 
riages. The woods are in very bad vondition, 
hecause the elk is fond of eating the young 
buds and leaves, and breaks all the branches 
within its reach. The mouth of the elk re- 
minds us of the camel; its neck, covered with 
a thick mane, is short and close set, like that of 
the bull. and its movements resembles those of 
a half-bred horse. It is not shy, and does not 
fy verv fast before the hunter, so that it is not 
dificult to aim at. Its powerful antlers are, 
however, @ splendid trophy, to be valued by 
every true sportsman. 
There is one origina] figure on the domain of 
Ibenhorst—Ramouat, the ‘‘father of the elk,” 
as the people call him. The only language he 
speaks is ‘‘Litthauisch;” the only places he has 
seen are vast forests, in which he © get 
vides for the elk as if it were his family. e is 
fond of showing a place where he helped the 
German Crown Princess out of a ditch into 
which she had fallen from her pony carriage, 
overturned by her horses, who had shied at the 
sudden appearance of a herd of elk. Bamouat 
is very proud of having been able to help the 
Princess in her dilemma; but he makes no dif- 
ference between the sportsmen intrusted to his 
care, and treats them all with equal frankness. 
Thus he said to Prince Charles of Prussia, the 
great soldier and sportsman, to whom he 
showed the way through the forests of [ben- 
horst: ‘Oh, yes, you may smoke as long as you 
like; but if you want to see elks, then, your 
Royal Highness, for God’s sake hold your 
tongue.”

Stories of Some of Them—When and 
by Whom They Were Written, 
“Carp” in Cleveland Leader. 

Speaking of ‘John Brown's Body,” the tune 
itseif isan old Methodist camp meeting tune, 
and the words were adapted to it by a glee club 
of Boston in 186]. It was first published at 
Charlestown, Mass.. Captain James Greenleaf, 
anorganist of the Harvard Church, set the 
netes for music, and a Messachusetts regiment 
made them first noted by singing them in Fort 
Warren in )861, 

The author of ‘Marvland, My Maryland,” 
lives here at Washington, and you may see him 
in the press galleries of Congress almost any 
day during the session. He writes gossipy letters 
to the Augusta Chronicle. His name ts Jas. R. 
Randall, and he is a modest-looking, dark com- 
plexioned man of 40. He must have been very 
young when he wrote that beautiiul poem, His 
ideas are broader now and he is as liberal in bis 
views as any member of the gallery. 

‘‘America” was written by the Reverend 
Samuel Francis Smith in 1832, and it was first 
sung in Boston on the Fourth of July of that 
year, Like the ‘Battle Hymn of the Republic” 
it was inspired by a great tune, viz: “God 
Save the King.” “This tune is in use in nearly 
every country, and it has been ascribed to Han- 
del. The writer of the words still lives in 
Massachusetts, and he says he wrote the song 
ata sitting. Heisnow 76 years old, and he 
graduated at Harvard in the same class with 
Vliver Wendell Holmes. 

PRICES OF NOTED SONGS. 

John Howard Payne's ‘‘Home, Sweet Home” 
was writteri for an opera, and he never got 
anything for it but his tombstone in Oak Hill 
Cemetery. It was first sung in ‘the Covent 
Garden Theater, at London, and made a bi 
hit. One hundred thousand eopies were sold 
the first year, and by the end of the second its 
publishers had cleared $1,000 frorn it, 

Robert ‘Treat Paine wrote “Ye Sons of Co- 
lumbia,” early in 1800, under the title of 
*‘A\dams and Liberty,” and he was paid $750 for 
it. Paine was the son of one of the signers of 
the Devlaration of Independence. He was 
christened Tom Paine, but on the account of 
his dislike to Tom Paine’s infidel tendencies, be 
hadthe Massachusetts Legislature change his 
name, and give him what he called a Christian 
one. He was a Massachusetts nan, and hedied 
in Boston in IS11. 

Foster got $15,000 for writing ‘‘Old Folks at 
Home.” Charles Dibbin netted several weeks’ 
board for writing “Poor Jack,” while his pub- 
lishers made $25,000 out of it. Crouch, the 
writer of ‘‘Kathleen Mavourneen,” received $25 
for the production, and afterward became a 
begging tramp, while his publisher could have 
bul a brown-stone front out of its sales, Geo. 
P. Morris wrote *‘Woodman, Spare that Tree,”

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THE ELK IN GERMANY. . 


The Rare Game Reserved by the Em- 


peror for Favored Guests. 


From the London Naily News. 
Vrexna, October 14.—The Crown Prince os 
+ria is having some very rare sport—e 
Austra in Eastern Prussia. In the Memel 
delta, between the mouths of the Rivers Russ 
and Gilge, is situated the royal domain and 
hunting station of Ibenhorst. It is a low coun- 
try, the plain interrupted in some parts mf 
broad wooded bills, which were formerly -, 
ficial dykes. In winter, when the River Meme] 
is frozen and the waters rise, only the sandy 
hills and the great moor of Ibenhorst are Visi- 
ple above the east plain of water. This district 
is the so-called “‘water steppe,” with its rich 
vegetation of water and moor plants, where 
the postman at certain seasons makes his rounds 
ina boat, and where, in mild winters, when the 
waters of the flood are not turned to ice, and 
the soft ground does not bear ‘either hoof or 
wheel, no communication between the isolated 
farms and es is possible. The peasants of 
the Litthau call this period of the year the 
“Schalktarp.” 

The hunting district of [benhorst consists of 
extensive woods, the moor, and large meadows. 
The woods contain firs in the higher parts, wil- 
lows and alder trees in the lower parts, with 
hirch trees interspersed everywhere, The for- 
ests do not pay in this << the country, and 
the Government has, therefére, devoted them 
to the elk, which is fast dying out in Europe, 
and is interesting enough to the sportsman to 
be entitled to a special p of refuge. In olden 
times, when Germany was almost exclusively 
forest and moor, the elk abounded everywhere, 
and Siegfried killed large numbers of what the 
“Nibelungen Lied” ls the “grim Schalk.” 
But its deficient ear and eye, its tameness, and 
its clumsiness in the chase, especially on frozen 
moors, s00n caused it to become scarce, and it 
is at present found nowhere except in Eastern 
Prussia, on the coasts of the Baltic in Russia, 
in some ts of Sweden and Norway, jp 
Northern Si@ria, in Canada, Alaska and New 
Brunswick. , 

A century and a half ago the woods of East- 
ern Prussia still contained great numbers of 
the elk, for manuscript chronicles tell us that 
in 1718 no less than tenand in 1731 more than 
fifty were killed in one single day. The extir- 
pation of this rare animal has progressed ra 
idly since then, and in 1848 the number of elk 
deer in the forests of Ibenhorst was reduced to 
11. King Frederick William IV. of Prussia hap- 

ily published a special law protecting this 
Kind of game, and it has gradually increased 
again, so that in 1882 there were no less than 
149 deer in the woods of Ibenhorst and Tawell- 
ningken. Of course the limited number of 
the deer enable very few sportsmen to take part 
in this kind of chase, and the imperial 
family of Germany reserve them for their 
most cherished guests. Ibenhorst cannot be 
reached without some difficulty. The railway 
takes the Emperor's oa as far as Tilsit. 
The rest of the road, leading through water, 
forest, field and moor, must be travel in car- 
riages. The woods are in very bad vondition, 
because the elk is fond of eating the young 
buds and leaves, and breaks all the branches 
within its reach. The mouth of the elk re- 
minds us of the camel; its neck, covered with 
a thick mane, is short and close set, like that of 
the bull, and its movements resembles those of 
a half-bred horse. It is not shy, and does not 
fly very fast before the hunter, so that it is not 
dificult to aim at. Its powerful antlers are, 
however, a splendid trophy, to be valued by 
every true sportsman. ‘ 

There is one original figure on the domain of 
Ibenhorst—Ramouat, the “father of the elk,” 
as the people call him. The only language he 
speaks is ‘‘Litthauisch;” the only places he has 
seen are vast forests, in which he pro- 
vides for the elk as if it were his family. He is 
fond of showing a place where he helped the 

German Crown Princess out of a ditch into 
which she had fallen from her pony carriage, 
overturned by her horses, who had shied at the 
sudden appearance of a herd of elk. Bamouat 
is very proud of having been able to help the 

Princess in her dilemma; but he makes no dif- 
ference between the sportsmen intrusted to his 
care, and treats them all with equal frankness. 
Thus ne said to Prince Charles of Prussia, the 
great soldier and sportsman, to whom he 
showed the way through the forests of [ben- 
horst: ‘Oh, yes, you may smoke as long as you 
like; but if you want to see elks, then, your 
Royal Highness, for God’s sake hold your 
tongue.”

John Howard Payne's ‘Home, Sweet Home” 
was written for an opera, and he never got 
anything for it but his tombstone in Oak Hill 
Cemetery. It was first sung in the Covent 
Garden Theater, at London, and made a big 
hit. One hundred*thousand copies were seld 
the first year, and by the end of the second its 
publishers had cleared 310,000 frorn it. 

Robert Treat Paine wrote ‘*Ye Sons of Co- 
lumbia,” early in 1800, under the title of 
“Adams and Liberty,” andthe was paid $750 for 
it. Paine was theson of one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. He was 
christened Tom Paine, but on the account of 
his dislike to Tom Paine’s infidel tendencies, he 
had the Massachusetts Legislature change his 
name, and give him what he called a Christian 
one. He was a Massachusetts man, and he died 
in Boston in LSil.
